Plaintiff, in his statement of claim, at ho 
that in April, 1922, he and seventeen ot 

persons jointly entered into a ry) for the 
wurchase of lands known as Gola Demesne, 
in County Monaghan, from William Black. 
It was agreed between the purchasers that 
the lands should be divided between them in 
certain lots, and that each purchaser should 
pay an ag portion of the purchase money 
and take a conveyance of his part of the 
lands. The contraet of sale was carried out, 
and by indenttre, dated the 12th October, 
1942, “William Black, in consideration of 
£415 then paid to him by the *plaintiff, con- 
veyed to him part of the lands of Gola, con- 
taining 20 acrés 2 roods and 34 perches, and 
the plaintiff entered into possession and 
occupation of the lands. 

The defendants, the plaintiff stated, falsely 
alleged that the purchase of the lends was 
made in trust for themselves or other per- 
sons, and conspired to compel the plaintiff 
and the other purchasers of the lands to give 
them up. 

The plaintiff stated in his particulars that 
the ‘defendants formed a committee that 
claimed the right to redistribute the lands, 
and summoned the plaintiff and other pur: 
chasers to appear before them. He refused 
to appear, and a notice in Mba was then 
served on him declaring a boycott, On the 
Sst June, 1922, a large crowd, inclading 
several of the defendants, surrounded his 
house and used threatening language. On 
th. 22nd “June, 1922; á “similar crowd 
assembled, and seized and beat him, his sons 
and his wife; and a simi'«r crowd surrounded 
his house on many other occasions and us 
threatening language, béat drunis, drove’ his 
stock off his lands, broke down his fences, 
and beat him. On the 26th June, 1922, he 
was kidnapped and brought away from his 
home, beaten and abuse !, and was threatened 
with shooting. 

Having given particulars of alleged trespass 
on his land and injury to his property, the 
plaintiff stated. in his statement of claim, 
that on the 30th October, 1922, he was 
dragged ftom his house, beaten and brought 
away blindfold; shots were fired, and he was 
required to sign paper; releasing his claim 
to the lands under threat of being shot. He 
was detained four days, anu signed the docu- 
ments under infinence of the threats. On the 
12th November, 1922, in 1e.ponse te a notice 
from the Boycott Committee, he attended a 
meeting in the hall, Scotstown, and wat, by 
threats and intimidation, induced to sign 

some documents tp anges. | the lands. A pur- 
ported arbitration wes subsequently held, and 
tt}. lands were re-distributed by an award 
dated 8th June, 1925. 

Defendants, in their defence, did not — 
the execution of the conveyance of the 1 
October, 1922, and said that in October, 1922, 
the plaintiff had not been allotted the lands 
in pursuance of the terms-of the trust, and 
was not entitled to beneficial occupation and 
possession of the lands in October, 1922, but 
that the lands were held in trust for distribu- 
tiorx. They denied having conspired against 
the plaintiff or trespassed on his lands, or 
used unlawful means to compel the plaintiff 
to convey the lands as alleged. 

The defendants, Owen McKenna, 
Mohan, James Connolly, Owen 
Patrick Mullan, James Morgan, Patrick 
McMahon, and Thomas Brennan, admitted 
that they acted on a certain committee in 
and ptior to June, 1922, but said that they 
were requested to do so by the residents in 
the neighbourhood. who had claims for cer- 
tain portions of the lands, and acted solely 
for the ~urpose of making investigations into 
the claims in respect of the Jands, and en- 
deavouring to settle the disputes, and that 
at the time and dates when his were acting 
os a committee the plaintiff was not the 
owner of any portion of the lands, the divi- 
sion whereof had not been affected. The 
defendant, Hugh murray, admitted that he 
acted as secretary to the committee, but said 
that he took no part in the matter other than 
as secretary. he defendants, John Mor- 
gan and Patrick Mullen, said. that they 
ceased to act on ‘the committee as and from 
the 6th June, 1922, and took no further part 
in any of the proceedings. 


A BOYCOTT NOTICE. : 

The defendant, Thomas *8myth, «admitted 
the signature to the boycott notice, but said 
that he was acting solely as secrétary of the, 
club. Defendants denied having used 
threatening language to the plamtiff or

having sold them to Mr. Cosgrove, pork 
butcher, Rane 

The defendan denied the allegetions, Mar 
pleaded that the plaintiff was arrested and 
assaulted (if at all) by the police office?, 
acting on his own initiative, and asserted 
that any charges made were made without 


malice. 

Mr. J. M. Fitzgerald, K.C., and Mr. J, VY. 
Nolan- Whelan (instructed by. Mr. Charles J. 
Murray) appeared for the plaintiff ; and Mr. 
Joseph O'Connor, K.C., and Mr. H. J. 
Moloney (instracted by Messrs, A. O'Hagan 
and Son) for the defendant. 

Miss Nellie Foley stated that nú was an 
employé oí the defendant in May, 1925, and 
treated the casings stolen. Of the casings 
brought back from Mr. Cosgrove’s for testing 
she identified the *‘ extra wide” casings as 
some of those stolen’ from her employer 
because they were even cut at both ends. 

James Best, the defendant, stated that he 
employed 12 to 15 hands, and his turnover 
was about £12,000.a year. He was the only 
casing manufacturer in the city dealing wit 
the United States. The casings exported to 
America had to very carefully and specially 
treated, Water treatment was an important 
part of the rocess to remove mucons from 
the gut, Jn his factory glass was used to cut 
the casings because it gave a clean-cut even 
end. He did make a proposal to the plaintiff 
some years ago to buy over al! his supplies, 
and the plaintiff did not accept his offer. He 
bore no ill-will to the plaintiff on that 
account. When he heard of the theft from 
his factory in May, 1925, on his return from 
America, he went to the police before he 
ever heard of casings having been sold to 
Mr. Cosgrove. Subsequently tu went to Mr. 
Cosgrove and took awáy ten hanks oí the 
easings sold to him. by the plaintiff for test- 
ing. As a result of the tests all the members 
of his staff were of opinion. that several of 
the casings had been manufactured and 
handled in a way peculiar to his factory. 
His own conclusion was that half of the 
casings he brought from Cosgrove’s were 
selected and carefully cleaned. He was in 
other casing factories in Dublin and knew 
that none of them subjected casings to the 
same careful process that he did. His ulti- 
mate opinion was that half of the casings he 
wy fe for testing from Mr. Cosgrove belonged 
to 

Later, when he met the plaintiff with the 
detectives, he asked him how he treated his 
skins, and he stated that he soaked, scraped 
and salted them in the ordinary way. is 
was not consistent with the condition of half 
of the casings witness took for testing fro 
Mr. Cosgrove. He told this to the — 
and the plaintiff was then char After 
the plaintiff was arrested, on a Wednesday 
a further test of the casings was carried out 
on Sunday by defendant and his staff, inclad- 
ing his Kilkenny representative, Mr. Louis 
Hiser. They came to the same conclusions as 
on the first test. They found holes in some 
of the casings, and he was of opinion that 
they were done deliberately to disguise the 
casings. During the Sessions at Green street 
he was taken to a test at Mr. Gibney’s, 
carried out by the police. He identified a 
few of the casings there as being his from 
the square cut. Before he gave the plaintiff 
into custody he honestly believed that the 
plaintiff was in possession of casings stolen 
from his establihment, as the result of inqui- 
ries he made and the tests he carried out. 
As the result of «a convesation with the 
police, and following plaintiff’s explanations, 
he went down to the country and ascertained 
that the ‘plaintiff had bought raw git from 
a number of country butchers, 

GRADED CASINGS.

A. M. Johnson, casing expert; London, 
stated that it would be always possible to 
know a skin that had been graded and flooded 
with water from a skin that had not. 

Louis Hiser, manager of the Kilkenny 
branch of the defendant's business, said that 
he was present at a test on skins at de- 
fendant’s factory on 30th May. He was con- 
vineed that they were graded skins, exactly 
the same as those put up by Mr. Best for the 
United States market. 

This closed the evidence for the defence. 

The jury found for Bio plaintiff, and 
awarded him being £10 
damages for the false imprisonment and £275 
damages for the malicious prosecution. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan gave judgment for the

Before Mr. Justice Hanna,.in the Central 
(viminal Court, Dublin, yesterday, Eugene 
McKeever, a vous man, appeared in the 
deck ae ed with the so asat of John Smith, 
senior, at Tow ye Ardee, on the night of 
2 ora dn 

Another ‘young man, James Myles; was 
con ‘of his share in the crime, and 
executed. In MéKeever’s case the jury dis- 
agreed on two occasions, and his trial, for 
the third time, was opened yesterday. 

Presenting the case to the jury, Mr. Carri- 
can said that oid Smith and his ton—two 
respectable, thrifty, imoffensive men—lived 
in a small cottage in @ remote spot, about 
ro miles from the town of Ardee. Retween 

30 and 9 o'clock on this night of Wednes- 
ie. Fébruary 27th, the neighbourhood 
was alarmed by cries for help, and the old 
man, John Smith; was observed outside his 
cottage, shouting, '“My son 1s murderéd.” 
Edward Cole went to the house. and saw 
John Smith, junior, dead on the kitchen 
floor. The old man had also been shot, and 
was in a state of collapse. 

DYING MAN'S STATEMENT. 

According to his dying declaration, he and 
his son were sitting in the kitchen when 
two masked and arméd men rushed in and 
called on them to put their hands up. The 
son—a cool, determined man—replied that 
‘he did not know whether he would or not.” 
One of the men then fired, and shot him 
dead. .The old man cried, ‘‘ You. have. mur- 
dered miy son,” arid he was shot then The 
two raiders ran out of the house, going in 
the direction of a place known as Black 
Cross. 

Céunse) went on to say that, as éverybody 
knew, in the vear 1922 gangs of lawless men 
were going through the country. The Govern- 
ment interned a great many men who were 
classed chiefly as irregulars, and 
among them were Myles, McWeever, and 
a man named Bovle. Boyle knew McKeever 
well, and Boyle would tell the jury that 
McKeever asked him to take part in the 
murder of the Smiths; that he refused, and 
that McKeever subsequently admitted te him 
that he and Myles murdered the Smiths be- 
cause young Smith was suspected of giving 
information to the Civic Guards about cattle 
stealing from the Singleton ranch, owned by 
Mr. Peacocke, McKeever also seid that he 
and Myles were paid by two men, named 
Moore and McArdle, for committing the 
murder. 

CASE FOR THE PROSECUTION. 

“Tbe. case. for the prosecution,” said 
“is that the murder of those two 
inoffensive men was carried out by McKeever 
and Myles, and that they were hired by 
Moone and McArdle, who were in peril of 
being prosecuted for cattle stealine” This 
assassination was committed at the inatance 
of the arch criminals, Moone and McArdle, 
who, un to the present, are out of the reach 
of the law.’ 

Francis Boyle, the principal. witness for the 
State, who was brought up from the cells, 
gave evidence. 

Cross-examined bv Mr. Lynn. witness ad- 
mitted taking part in raids, and that. he was 
at nresent awaiting triel in respect of them. 

Sergeant Keating deposed to arresting 
McKeever at the nolice station in Barnet. 
London. When. charged and cautioned, 
McKeever caid—‘‘I would like to know who 
made wn that storv.”’ 

At five 0 lock the hearing Wac adiourned 
tit] this morning. The jurv wera locked up 
for the Th jen in the Four Conrts Hotel.

THE BEST AREA. 

Mr. O'Higgins, Minister for Justice, said 
that the basis of the bill was that those who 
benefited by the extinction of licences should 
pay; and he considered that that principal was 
best maintained by taking as the area the 
smallest administrative unit they knew-—-in 
other words, the area covered should be that 
of a particular District Court, and there were 
540 such areas in the Free State. The trade 
should not be treated as a unit for the purpose 
of the section. If he had any idea that | 
a larger area than that provided would he 
acceptable to the licensed trade. then the 
position would be different. There was 
evidence to the contrary. and in these cir- 
cumstances he must do what he considered 
fair and reasonable. 

Mr. Gorey said that there was much more to 
be said in equity for the county area, which 
he believed would work out very much better 
than the pet scheme the Minister had in 
mind. 

Mr, P. J. Egan said that he favoured the 
smaller area. As to the number of licensed 
houses which might be shut down, the matter 
lay in the Áou of the superintendents of 
the Civic Guard and the District Justice, 
and in the exercise of their discretion. It 
might not be necessary to close down 4,000 
lensed houses. 

Captain Redmond said that the surviving 
traders should not be called upon to pay the 
whole amount of compensation. If they were 
t» act on the ulnaiede that those who bene- 
fited should pay, he did not think that 
the whole State should be the area of com- 
pensation. Personally, he did not see why 
the survivors should: pay 

Mr. P. W. Shaw said that he was opposed 
to the amendment. it would be grossly un- 
fair that isolated traders in rural areas should 
be called upon to pay compensation for 
licences abolished in large towns. He had 
statistics of the consumption of drink in 
various areas, and they differed largely. In 
some areas it had dropped 53 per cent. in the 
past three years, and in others it had dropped 
50 per cent. He believed that when the bill 
was passed there would be more competition 
in the rural areas to get out of the trade and 
take compensation than «o remain. 


DUTIES. 

Mr. Wall suggested that if the Minister 
for Finance reduced the duty on 
liquor in his next budget, the surviving 
traders would be in a position to pay com- 
pensation which, in present circumstances, 
would be an intolerable burden. He recom- 
mended that the period for repayment be ex- 
tended to fifty years, and the rate of interest 
reduced to 54 per cent., instead of 7) per 
cent. 

Sir James Craig said that he believed the 
smaller area of compensation would cause 
the least hardship. 

Professor Magennis suggested that the area 
of compensation should be that which came 
under the jurisdiction of the Circuit Court 
Judge. Failing the Circuit Court area, he 
favoured the County area, 

The Minister said that if he got from any 
organisation of the licensed trade, or from 
any depnty information expressing the 
licensed traders’ wiew, and an assurance that 
another area was preferable, whether it were 
a county, a circuit,-or State area, he would 
be quite open to alter the provisions of the 
bill in that respect, because such an altera- 
tion would not involve any drastic re- 
drafting. But, in the absence of any in- 
timation of that kind, he felt that he ought 
not to depart from the present area, which 
was, in fact, the area for licensing pur- 
poses—the area of the District Court. This 
was not an issue of confidence, but a ques- 
tion of trying to do the reasonable and fair 
thing in the absence of any expressed opinion 
from the licensed trade itself. 

It was desirable that the compensation 
should be borne in the main by the surviving 
heensees. He was trying tc adhere to the 
area, but if it were seriously disputed, and 
if the county area was favoured in the Lobby, 
sá would take that and embody it in the 

ill. 

Mr. Baxter said that it was not just to 
ask those who would not benefit from the 
abolition of certain public-houses to pay 
compensation. 

In reply to Mr. Alton, who asked for ir- 
formation on the question of maximum com- 
pensation, Mr. O Higgins said that in no 
year would an individual trader be asked to 
pay in compensation more than his licence 
duty. He suggested that the House should 
pass the provision as it stood in the bill, and 
in the interval between now and the Report 
stage, which would be taken cn the 22nd 
March, they could look into the matter and 
discuss it fully again. Possibly the licensed 
trade might have considered it, and they 
might get a voice from that organisation as 
to where their preference would lie as to 
compensation area. 

Mr. Baxter expressed satisfaction at the 
Minister's statement, and leave was given 
him to withdraw his amendment. 

The section was then passed. 

An amendment by the Minister requiring 
the consent of the Circuit Judge before the 
Assessor to the Compensation Court could be 
dispensed with, was agreed to. 


VOLUME OF TRADE. 

Mr. Baxter moved an ameadment that in 
measuring reasons for abolition, the volume 
of business should be based on the average 
over five years. To take one year, he said, 
would not be equitable or right. 

Mr. Shaw, supporting the amendment, said 
that to his knowledge sales in many towns in 
his constituency had fallen by fifty per cent. 
during the year 1926. 

Mr. O'Higgins said that the volume of 
business. transacted was only: one of five 
factors relevant to the question of abolition. 
That the smallness of business was a transient 
feature was something that the licensee could 
put forward against the case made for aboli- 
tion. He did not see any reason for accept- 
ing the amendment.

EMPLOYEES’ COMPENSATION. 


Mr. Nagle moved an amendment which 
would give power to the authorities to grant 
compensation to employés who would lose 
their employment as a result of the bill. 

Mr. A. Byrne, supporting the amendment, 
said that if men were deprived of a livelihood 
by an Act, which was for the good of the 
State, they should be compensated. ere 
were a number of “tied” houses in the 
South talen over by brewers. The original 
licensees in many cases were managing them, 
and the bill made no provision for the men 
who hed created the property that would be 
affécted by the bill. 

The Minister said that the “ tiod ’’ house 
licensee was not an employé, and, therefore, 
he could not be discussed under the amend: 
ments. He regretted that the discussion was 
largely, if not entirely, academic; for the kind 
of house that would disappear was not the 
kind of house where there would be employés.

* OCCUPATION INTEREST.” 

Captain Redmond called attention to the 
definition in sub-section 8 of the term 
‘occupation interest.” In the following 
section, he said, it was proposed that com- 
pensation should be paid to the person who 
on the day when the reference order was 
made was the owner of the occupation in- 
terest. It had been suggested that this did 
not cover those who were known as managers 
of ‘‘tied’’ houses. 

In the City and County of Cork there 
were about publichouses owned by. local 
brewers, and managed by tenants who had 
no contract of tenancy. Those managers 
had signéd’ an agréement to the effect that, 
it at any time the licence should be ex- 
tinguished by Act of Parliament, the com- 
pensation should go to the brewers. 

He asked the Minister’ to make his ‘in- 
tention in that respect clear. Many of these 
managers had-«‘been for ten, twenty, thirty, 
or forty ‘years in the “tied ' houses, and 
they were virtually, thotgh not legally, the 
proprietors. Were those men to get com- 
pensation, or was the compensation to go to 
the hrewers who owned the houses? 

The Minister said that the managers of 
“ tied ” houses: occupied the premises under 
a definite contract. They paid rent in the 
ordinary way, and they were not in a position 
to account for the profits made to anyone. 
Ths only hmitation to which they were’ sub- 
jected was that they were obliged to sell 
only certain kinds of intoxicating - liquor, 
generally the product of the brewery which 
owned the premises. The man in that posi- 
tion was not a manager. He was a weekly 
tenant.

he rents thus obtained could be lodged in 
á central fund for the relief of distressed 
ex-Service men throughout the thirty-two 
counties. In time of need loans, or, if neces- 
ea rants, could be made to men already 
edtabTiched. in . busianess,-. Thos the destitute | 
and the temporarily embarrassed could he 
financed. It is not at all unlikely that, if such 
a scheme were adopted, extra subscriptions

Str,—The address to Irish ex-Service men 
published in your issue of the 5th instant and 
the letter of Captain A. P. Connolly, Chair- 
man, Southern Area Headquarters, British 
Legion, Ireland, have done something to.clear 
the air. As one of the numerous signatories 
to the former document, I desire to emphasise 
the fact that Captain Connolly's letter really 
confirms the statements which that numerous! 
signed document contained. “The Britis 
Legion (Southern Area), Ireland, canie to an 
eleventh hour decision on Sunday, the 20th 
February, 1927, which, under. an apparent 
misconception of the position as to fact and 
law, entirely svereed {th previous attitude 
without any preliminary notice to, or discus- 
sion with, the Committee charged with the 
execution of the Irish National War Memorial 
Trust. It is to be hoped, therefore, that 
there is no longer any risk that, when the 
Senate considers the matter to-morrow, that 
Legion resolution will be alleged to have ex- 
pressed either with accuracy or with authority 
the wishes of anv substantial section of Irish 
ex-Service men. There are grounds for a fear 
that that reBolution was going to be used in 
debate as a pretext for saying that the ex- 
Service men of Ireland are against the scheme 
of the Irish National War Memorial Com- 
mittee. 

_ This eleventh hour resolution of the Legion 
is something of a mystery. The President of 
the British Legion (Southerh Area), Ireland, 
is General Sir W. B. Hickie, who is, and for 
long has been, an active member of the 
Executive Committee of the much larger and 
very representative War Memorial Committee, 
and we does not appear ever to have 
brought before his colleagues on the Exeeutive 
Committee the views of the Legion as ex- 
pressed in the resolution and as explained now 
by Captain Connolly... Withia the last ten 
months he has stated that nothing had 
happened to cause him te change his views 
on the matter, and that “a resolution was 
brought up at the last meeting of the Execu- 
trve Council of the Legion calling’ on the 
War Memorial Committee to alter the plan 
in view of the distress prevailing among ex- 
Service. men, but. this .cesolution got no 
seconder.'” Speakin? persotially as a mémber 
of the Executive Committee of the National 
War Memorial, I can say positively that it 
has received no intimation of opinions adverse 
to its scheme either from General Sir W. B. 
Hickie or from the Legion itself The only 
exception, if exception it be, to this statement 
is that the late Sir Oliver Nugent (who during 
the Great War commanded the 36th Ulster 
Division), a member of. the Council of the 
Legion, suught an interview with the Com- 
mittee for the purpose of pressing upon it 
certain alternative plans—énd as a result of 
the discussion withdrew all opposition to the 
scheme; He wrote (18th May, 1926, after 
Some preliminary discussion); ‘For that 
reason I told Mahon I would not join him 
in: trying to re-open the  uestion. cannot 
agree with his proposal just because, after all, 
something is due (o the general public, and a 
war memorial in Ireland to all Irish. soldiers 
should be something Irishmen can be proud 
of in years to come. Yout scheme may well 
be that. His, however worthy, ean never 
take the place of a worthy national monu- 
ment.’’ . 

Captain Connolly insists that the Legion 
desires “a worthy memorial.” and that 
it was careful not to suggest “ any particu- 
lar amount " of the War Memorial Fund 
which should be diverted for benevolent 
schemes, This is a somewhat ambiguous de- 
scription of a demand that, subject to a 
minimum cost of a cenotaph in the Pheonix 
Park, “the balance of the money collected 
for the erection of the memorial should be 
devoted to the welfare of ex-Service mén in 
the whole of Ireland.” Think of the contrast 
between a cheap cenotaph and the majestic 
proportions of the stately Wellington Monu- 
ment! Australia thinks £250, necessary 
for the creation for herself of a worthy 
memorial, The Irish National. War Memorial 
Committee and the: High Court of Justice 
consider that the bulk of the fund approach- 
ing £50,000 is necessary for the creation for 
Ireland of a worthy memorial, Those who 
put the ion in motion have suggested, 
without designs, plans, specifications, or 
estimates to ogy them, that a sum “ not 
exceeding £5,000’’ is all that is necessary. 
Be it remembered that there are hardly any 
local war memorials in Ireland, and that 
the old Irish regiments have been swept 
away, and that there are no memorials to 
commemorate their splendid . records. and 
their respective rolls of dead in the Great 
War. Do we not then, indeed, require a 
real memorial in a central position in our 
capital city to record, in pious remembrance,

Europe’s Armaments. 


Addressing @ gathering of foreign 
journalists in Geneva yesterday, Sir 
Austen Chamberlain defined Britain's 
foreign policy ip the one word— “ peace.” 
British policy has been misrepresented 
abroad during the last few months, and 
enemies of the Empire havé been 
spreading the most absurd rumours about 
the activities of the Foreign Office, One 
of these- rumours was to the~effect that 
Britain had concluded a military alliance 
with Poland, A more ridiculous canard 
never was started; yet it gained much 
credence in Russia and Germany, where 
Watsaw is regerded with: constant: sus- 
picion. Britain desires no military 
alliances, During the last five years she 
has been reducing the cost of her armed 
forces steadily, and the Army Estimates, 
which were introduced in, the House of 
Commons on. Monday, showed -a- further 
reduction of nearly £1,000,000. - Britain 
needs peace, but all Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain’s pérsuasive powers will be required 
ta. check the marked revival of warlike 
preparations on thé Continent of Europe. 
All the. nations are loud in their protests 
of peaceful aims; yet, with few exceptions, 
they are increasing their armaments at 
an alarming rate. Possibly, the first warn- 
ing was given by M. Briand some weeks 
ago, when he indicated that the first duty 
of the French people was to perfect their 
own deferices. This statement, followed by 
a remarkable bill. which. the French 
Chamber has passed by a huge majority, 
seems to have been the cue for a general 
movement. towards military expansion 
throughout Europe. |

Farming, Old and New. 

In The Nineteenth Century and After Sir 
Henry Rew describes the English manorial 
farm of the Middle Ages, and few farmers 
of to-day, perhaps, could read his account 
without wonder. Deductions from the 
Domesday survey show that the proportion 
of land under the plough in Norman 
England was much greater than at any 
subsequent period. Every community 
was obliged to put under crop enough soil 
to support the residents, however un- 
suitable that soil might be for arable cul- 
tivation. Corn and beans must be grown, 
or the villages would starve; for there 
were no shiploads of foodstuffs to be got 
from oversea. The lord retained a third 
or fourth of the whole manor, in the form 
of a separate farm around his dwelling. 
The remainder was a village farm, divided 
into two or three equal parts, according 
as a two or three course system of culti- 
vation was practised; Under the three 
course system, one part would be devoted 
to main crops of wheat or rye; a second 
to spring corn—barley and oats, with 
beans and peas; the third would lie fallow. 
The villagers, living together in the 
shadow of the lord’s demesne, eld 
severally strips of land in each of the two 
parts under cultivation. Often boundaries 
were but imaginary lines fixed by a stone 
at either end—whence rose the medieval 
anathemas against the man who moved 
his neighbour’s landmark. The growth 
of the medieval towns stimulated the 
production of food for gain. §Improve- 
ments—mostly, Sir Henry Rew says, of 
ecclesiastical origin—were -made in 
methods of ‘cultivation. Thus, in. the 
course of centuries, the independent 
peasant farm was developed. In Ireland 
the manorial farm, with its great, striped 
fields, was known only within the Pale. 
Beyond the marches, where the old, native 
system continued down to the seventeenth 
century, actual methods of cultivation 
must have been much the same, but the 
organisation of the land was different. 
The lord owned, not the soil beyond his 
own “ moyne,” but the stock upon it, 
which he rented to his inferiors. The 
soil, owned by little family groups, was 
farmed on a co-operative plan. “On the 
upland pastures, which were common 
land, the cattle of the community were 
grazed throughout the summer, under the 
care of herdsmen dwelling in encamp- 
ments. 
owing no obligation . beyond his own 
marches, the co-operative methods “of his 
forebears would be as strange and, perhaps, 
as repugnant as the antique manorial 
system of England. Relics, however, of 
old Irish practices existed down to days 
within living memory. The Congested 
Districts Board found the “rungate” 
systein still surviving in remote parishes, 
and only with painful difficulty persuaded 
the people to disentangle the holdings 
once farmed in common, and to adopt 
clearly defined and compact divisions of 
the soil. 


“ Tipping” the Law. 


A talk of twenty years ago is brought 
back to us by the discussion in the English 
Press about the tipping of policemen. 
It was between an Irishman, proud of 
the fact that the Irish police did not 
accept tips, and an Englishman who 
defended a practice then, and still, 
prevalent in his own country. The Irish- 
man spoke of dignity and esprit de corps; 
the Englishman countered with the plea 
of public convenience, “Take the case,” 
he argued, “of a respectable citizen, head 
of a good business and father of a family, 


life—has allowed himself to be overcome 
at a social gathering. A policeman finds 
him, adhering noisily to a lamp-post, in 
the small hours. In Dublin your constable 
brings the errant citizen to the station, 
‘and en the-next morning he may be 
charged in court and punished with a 
fine. Result, as Mr. Micawher would 
say—<discomfort, humiliatign and, pos- 
sibly, a most injurious publicity. In 
London the constable searches the citizen’s 
pocket for his card, , sends him home 
in a cab, calls on thi following day to 
inquire whether he reached home safely, 
and is rewarded with a substantial tip. 
Result—a lesson taught quietly, a thank- 
ful bouseholder, a richer. constable: in 
short, the greatest happiness of the 
greatest number,” It was an ingenious 
argument, based on a hard case; but it 
evaded the fact that, if we accept in any 
shape the principle that a policeman may 
have two masters—the law and his own 
intereste—the gravest abuses may ‘ensue. 
To-day there is a growing opinion in 
England that the tipping of policemen 
ought to be stopped.. In. the first place, 
it exposes a most responsible and not ever-.

PROFESSOR A, W. SCOTT,

MR. WALTER LEAF. 

The death occurred at the Imperial. Hotel, 
Torquay, yesterday afternoon, of Mr. Walter 
Leaf, Chairman of the Westminster Bank, 
aged 75. Going to Torquay about a month 
ago for the benefit of his wife’s health, he 
had a heart attack last Sunday week, and 
had since been confined to bed.

COST’ OF MAINTAINING

From Our CORBESPONDENT. 

WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 
There was only a small attendance in the 
House of Commons this afternoon, and the 
question hour was so dull as to be almost 
boring. Little information of importance 
was vouchsafed in any direction; but the 
Secretary for War stated that five hotels and 
publichouses in the neighbourhood of Vic- 
toria Station had been placed out of bounds 
for troops in nniform, ‘as being undesirable. 
A Labour member suggested that if the 
places were undesirable for soldiers they must 
he the same for the public. Sir L. Worthing- 
ton Evans said that the same thought had 
occurred to him, and he would communicate 
with the police. 

THE SALE OF HONOURS. | 
Quite the brightest and most entertaiming 
episode in this evening's Parliamentary pro- 
ceedings was a ten-minutes’ speech made by 
Mr. Thurtle, the Labour member for Shore- 
ditch. in introducing a bill to make illegal 
anv arrangement or agreement concluded 
with the object of recommending the con- 
ferring of anv title or honour on any person 
in return for a donation to a political party 
fund. Tt was clear. according to the hon. 
member, that the origin of the Lloyd George 
political fund was very largely the sale 
of honours. during the. period of the 
The practice, it was 
true. existed before that; but it was merely 
a retail businéss. © The Coalition made it a 
wholesale business. (Laughter and cheers 
from the Labour benches.) It becamea public 
fast when a new title was conferred upon a 
particular person to say that he had acquired 
the Coalition guinea stamp. The unclean 
gold which had come to the Lloyd George 
Fond—(thete were cries of protest at this)— 
had already cansed deep convulsions in the 
Liberal: Party. Even Bord Rosebery had been 
asking pertinent questions abont the fund. 
He had said: “What is fhis? It surety 
cannot be the sale of Royal honours, because 
if that. were so thera would be nothing in the 
worst times af Charles If. or Sir: Robert 
Walpole to equa! it.” What was the reply 
to this? Nothing, but an expressive silence. 
Evidently in this respect the Lloyd George 
Coalition had nothing to. learn from Walpole. 

Having thus vastly amused the House, 
Mr. Thurtle came to the bill itself, which, he 
said, made. it obligatory upon political parties 
fo publish periodically a statement of their 
subscriptions. 

Nobédy: had the ‘temerity. to oppose the 
bill, which was accordingly brought in and 
read a first time. 

SUPPLEMENTARY ARMY VOTE. 

After this, the House went into committee 
on a Supplementary Army Vote for £950,009, 
the estimated ‘cost of sending the troops to 
China. Mr. Clynes seemed rather at a loss 
as to the line which he, as a member of the 
Labour Party, ought to take. They on 
that .side ‘were quite as much concerned 
as anyone else for ' the: safety of 
British lives and property in China; but 
whére their doubts came in was as to the 
methods which had been pursued. The Go- 
vernment were either exercising @ wale ge. 
statesmanship, or making a dangerous an 
futile ‘use of the soldier. 

Mr. Clynes was at the same pains to re- 
pudiate a statement by Lord Birkenhead that 
the Labour” Party had. sought to open up 
negotiations with the Chinese. The re- 
sponsibility: for negotiations rested with the 
Government, and not with the Opposition; 
and there wae really nothing in the Labour 
manifesto to ‘which the slightest objection 
could be taken. 

Support. for the action of the Government 
was forthcoming from Mr. Ian Macpherson, 
who offended Mr. Maxton bv saying that 
there were too many people who rushed to 
condemn the policy of the Government with- 
out waiting to listen to the other side of the 
case. 

On a division the vote was agreed to by 
303 votes to 124.

BRITAINS ‘POLICY

STATEMENT BY SIR A. 
CHAMBERLAIN.

GENEVA, Tuesday. 


Sir Austen Chamberlain, in receiving 
the foreign journalists to-day, delivered 
an important general statement on the 
present position of affairs. He began by 
saying that the Council had begun its 
work quietly, and there was every reason 
to believe that it would end quietly. The 
best work of the League was that which 
had been done quietly. 

After alluding to the Hungarian ques- 
tion, which was debated yesterday by both 
sides, Sir Austen added that there was 
nothing on the agenda which could not be 
| settled satisfactorily. 

Continuing, he said that when a num- 
ber of Foreign Ministers were assembled 
at Geneva there was always a tendency 
to suppose that there would be some 
changes in policy. As far as the British 
Government was concerned, that was not 
the case. 


LOGARNO AND AFTER. 


“ More than two years ago,” Sir Austen 
said, ‘‘ we steadfastly pursued the same 
policy, which is summed up in one word— 
“peace.” The British Government is de- 


voted ‘to ‘that policy, which was initiated | 


at. Locarno, and then came the entry of 
Germany into the League, which was the 
occasion for a hearty welcome from mem- 
bers of the Council. We have: never, at 
any ‘moment, forwarded British interests 
by ‘creating troubles _ between other 
rations. At no moment have we done any- 
thing .to.embroil any nation with its 
neighbours., On the contrary, our object 
is ,peace,. and “we: have - viewed. with 
pleasure” and. good-wjll any development 
of a ‘peaceful. policy and friendly relatisns 
between neighbouring States, wherever 
situated. 

‘‘ During my term .of office as Foreign 
Minister" I .have talked to many repre- 
sentatives .of foreign countries, and not 
one of them. can say we ever sought to stir 
up strife between his country and any 
other. . All of them will confirm that we 
have always .welcomed anything signifying 
inproved relations where these have been 
strained." 


GHIZA SARCOPHAGUS 
EMPTY. 


WHERE THE QUEEN'S 
MUMMY MAY BE. 
CAIRO, Tuesday. 


A. cammuniqué, dated March 3, issued 
bythe Government. to-day, concerning the 
tomb at Ghiza of Queen Hetepheres, wife 
of King Senefru, and mother of Cheops, 
who built the Great Pyramid, which has 
recently heen opened, says :— 

“Since the last communiqué “the 
Baldachin canopy and the inlaid gold 
sheets. bearing the name Senefru. have 
been removed from over the coffin. During 
this work, and before the lid was removed, 
Dr. -Reisner . séaled the alabaster 
sarcophagus with five seals. By the middle 
of December the chamber was clear. The 
gold sheets on: the .coffin, -which first. ex- 
cited attention because it. hore the.-names 
and titles of Senefru, were found to belong 
to an“inlaid wooden box, which may have 
contained the canopy and. curtains. 

The .canepy,:or Baldachin itself; was 
successfully reccnstrncted, and was also 
found to be twice inscribed with the names 
and titles of Senefru. Three sides of the 
canopy were supported by golden poles. 
The fourth side was open, and was faced 
with two magnificent inscribed jambs. 

From the middla of December up to 
the end of February, Mr. Dunham was 
occupied with the reconstruction of the 
furniture, notably the canopy-carrying 
chair and bed, while Mr. Lucas was en- 
gaged in clearing the copper fittings of 
the canopy, various copper objects, silver 
anklets, and alabaster, and other material, 
during which he discovered certain copper 
fittings, soldered together with silver, or 
a silver compound. ‘ 

“ The seals of the alabaster sarcophagus 
were broken*on March 3r4 
was found to be absolutely empty, and 
nearly as clean as the day it was made, 
It now becomes ‘probable: that the Queen's 
body is in a recess in the wal], which is 
closed in hy masonry.”—(Reuter.)

IHEAVY: BU RDEN. ‘ON 
COMMERCE. 


CHANCELLOR'S ‘REPLY 
TO CHAMBERS, 


That the present burden of texation 
upon industry and commerce was too 
heavy to be borne without irreparable 
injury was urged upon the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer (Mr. Winston Churchill) by 
a deputation of the Association of British 
Chambers of Commerce, which waited upon 
him yesterday ‘morning. 

Mr. Gilbert G. Vyle, President of the 
Association, informed Mr, Churchill that 
their: belief was strengthened that State 
expenditure was far higher than the 
country could afford,” and he expressed 
their disappointment that the estimated 
expenditure on the Civil Services for the 
coming year showed no decrease, but, in 
fact, disclosed an increase. 

The deputation asked that all expendi- 
fure within the Government’s control 
should .be substantially and. mercilessly 
reduced, 

Sir, Edward Iliffe, M.P., urged the 
Chancellor to alter the law in such a way 
as to ensure that co-operative traders bore 
their fair proportion of taxation. 

CHANCELLOR’S REPLY. 

Mr. Churchill? in his reply, said that 
the various Services, amounting to one 
hundred million pounds, were governed by 
legislation, and there were great difficulties 
in reducing -this charge on the Exchequer 
without. placing an additional charge upon 
the local rates." He agreed that the: present 
financial relations between the Exchequer 
and the local. rates were unsatisfactory. 
The matter was under the-consideration 
‘of the Governmént, but he did not antici- 
pate that any reform, however. desirable, 
would - afford immediate relief to the 
Exchequer. It was in a limited field that 
the | Government * had power to effect 
economies, and, while certain services 
before the war formed nearly half the 
Budget; to-day they only formed: one- 
fifth... 

Réferring to cooperative ‘societies, the 
Chancellor. explained the calculation on 
which it was estimated that £100,000 
per annum would be ‘received as income 
tax from co-operative societies. He said 
that the profits which were distributed to 
shareholders were already taxed by direct 
assessment on such of those shareholders 
as were liable to income’ tax. They could 
not be taxed at the source, ‘as in the case 
of an ordinary. company, because the vast 
majority of the many mMlions. of share- 
holders in co-operative societies “were below 
the income:.tax-exemption limit, and such 
a. procedure would only lead’. to many 
million claims for repay.uwent, involving 
serious additional cost of collection. 

UNDISTRIBUTED SURPLUS. 

. There... remained . the . undistributed 
surplus, The average of this surplus for 
the years 1922 to 1925. was. £1,700,000. 
After. adding back. sums...which. were 
deducted by the societies in arriving at 
the surplus, but which would not be 
allowed for income tax purposes—namely, 
the income. tax. paid . on,.the societies’ 
property; estimated at £550,000, and 
reserves for .depréciation, estimated at 
£1,000,000—the total profits for assess- 
ment would thus be £3,250,000. . Against 
tlis sum the societies would be entitled to 
deduct the net amount-on.which they pay 
income tax—Schedule A and B—estimated 
at -£2,750,000. There .would thus be left 
chargeable to income tax—Schedule B— 
the net sum of half a million pounds, and 
the tax on thus sum, at four shillings in 
the pound, would be £100,000. No allow- 
ance had been made in this calculation for 
the increase in the cost of administration 
which would be incurred if the societies 
were assessed in the same way as other 
businesses 

A SUGGESTION. 

Mr. Churchill pointed out that if this 
estimate -were correct, the sum at stake 
was not sufficient to justify the introduc- 
tion of highly “controversial © legislation 
which would. be necessary to rectify the 
anomaly; but he expressed the view. that, 
since’ the- sum ‘was so small, the co-opera- 
tive societies would be well advised to 
consider whether it would not be to their 
advantage’ to remove the widespread sepse 
of grievance and unfairness by expressing 
willingness to pay an aggregate sum equal 
to. the difference between. what they now 
paid and that which the Board of Inland 


wére charged in the same way as other 
businesses. 

On - the’ question’ of hardship arising 
from the. change from.the three years’ 
average to the preceding year basis, Mr. 
Churchill promised his consideration ‘of 
the cases which had been submitted. .He 
pointed .out, however, that this change, 
owing to the citcumstances of last year, 
would enure to..the benefit of the tax: 
payers, at the expense of the revenue, and 
in particular to those very ratepayers who 
had been hardest hit: by the troubles of 
1926. In these circumstances, and,. having 
regard to the sombre financial outlook, 
he could ‘not permit himself at this-stage 
to make any further concessions to the 
detriment of the Exchequer.

“JAPAN, 


5,000 CASUALTIES 
REPORTED. 
"á WARM - o F° 
REFUGEES. 


WORST SINCE 1854. 


' Although the estimates of the loss of 
life and the damage done by the earth- 
quake, which occurred in Central Japan 
on Monday last, vary greatly, it is evident 
from: the reports received that the dis- 
tutbance was of a very serious character, 
and that the casualties and damage are 
extensive. A message from Tokio states 
that the number of dead and injured is 
5,000, but the Japanese Home Office 
asserts that only forty people were killed 
and sixty-seven injured. Another report 
from Kyoto puts the casualties in dead 
and ‘injured at 2,000. 

Relief parties are being rushed to the 
scene of the earthquake,. which, it is 
stated, is the worst since 1854. 


MANY HOUSES 
DESTROYED. 


AEROPLANE RECON- 
NAISANCE OF DEVASTATED 


AREA, 


KYOTO, Tuesday. 

+ It is officially announced that the earth- 
onthe losses now reach 2,000 persons. 
The Observatory at Osaka announces that, 
as far as Western Japan. is concerned; the 
earthquake is the severest-since 1854, The 
newspapers are opening public subscrip- 
tion lists, and the municipalities of 
Osaka,’ Kyoto, and Kobe are rushing out 
supplies of food,. blankets and material 
for the temporary shelter of the sufferers. 
Newspaper’ correspondents . who | have Í 
reached the earthquake district. report 
that the roads are cravked everywhere, and 
lying on the roadsides are the débris of 
burned. and collapsed ' houses “and - the 
bodies of the dead. 


THE VILLAGES AFFECTED. 

The Prefectural Governor has made- fhe 
following’ report to the Home Office in 
regard to the villages affected by the earth- 
quake: Iwataki 80 casualties, 200 houses 
burned ; Ishakawa 54 casualties, six houses 
duetroyed:: Icheeba. 20 casualties ; Yamada, 
60 killed, 80 houses ‘burned. Several other 
small villages are believed to have been 
virtually destroyed, but the number of 
casualties is unknown owing to the-inter- 
ruption of communications, It is said 
that some observers estimate the casualties 
and damage as ten times greater than in 
the 1925 earthquake. At Tajima 250 
police and other relief. workers have been 
sent from Kyoto to the stricken districts. 
Four destroyers with relief troops have 
also been sent to the scene of the earth- 
quake. . Thousands of people in the picture 
palaces at Osaka and Kobe ran out ‘into 
the streets when the-earthquake occurred, 
fearing a great catastrophe, and a number 
were injured in the crushes that took 
place. 

A telegram from Osaka says that no 
serious damage has been done at Kobe. 
The Osaka Waterworks were damaged, 
and’ two spinning mills are reported to 
have collapsed near Osaka, killing or 
injuring several people.—( Reuter.) 


COMMUNICATIONS GRIPPLED. 
TOKIO, Tuesday. 

Despatches which are now trickling in 
over the crippled telephone and telegraph 
lines indicate that the casualties in yes- 
terday’s earthquake in Central Japan in 
dead and injured may reach 5,000. The 
figure, however, is largely guesswork, and 
the Japanese Home Office assert that, as 
far as is known, only forty persons have 
been killed and sixty-seven injured. 

The newspaper Hochi Shimbun, at 
Kyoto, publishes a report from the Prefect 
of Police, in which it is stated that there 
were 1,000 casualties at Mineyama and 
four neighbouring villages, which were 
destroyed. The only death among foreigners 
is the reported drowning at Kobe of an 
American woman passenger on the tourist 
steamer California. Six other passengers 
were. injured. A number of army. aero- 
planes have gone.to the Province of Tango 
from Kyoto to investigate the damage in 
this district, which was the hardest hit. 
The region is not heavily populated, but is 
studded with small villages, the in- 
habitants of which are employed in the 
production of silk... The Stock Exchanges 
and also the exchange rates are apparently 
little affected to-day, thus indicating the 
belief that the damage done by the earth- 
quake has not been great economically, 


VILLAGES AFIRE. 

According to the Osaka Correspondent 
of the Mainichi Shimbun, aeroplanes with 
photographers that flew over the Tango 
district: toiday saw a great deal of smoke, 
indicating that a:number of-villages had 
caught fire. Ant-like swarms of refugees 
could be seen walking, along the. railway 


track.

SHANNON ELECTRICITY

‘SSENOR DIAZ’S FORCES

The Times Washington Correspondent tele- 
graphed yesterday :—Reports continue to reach 
the State Department from the United States 
Minister to Nicaragua in regard to the results 
of the mission which visited the headquarters 
of the Liberal Commander, General Moncada, 
but they leave the issue of peace still con- 
fused. Coincidentally, there is word of re- 
newed and confident activity on the part of 
the forces of Senor Adolfo Diaz, which is 
susceptible only of one interpretation—that 
the confidence of Senor Diaz in the support of 
the United States has been renewed. 

Careful inquiries—-not, it should be said, at 
the State Department—lead to the conclusion 
that, ifit were not for the occupation and the 
neutralising of numerous points by United 
States Marines, Dr. Sacasa, General 
Moncada, and their supporters, could 
in a very short time push Senor 
Dias from power. They will not be 
allowed to do so; for a complete Liberal 
victory is first among the things which the 
Coolidge Administration will not consider. 

THREE QUESTIONS. 

The questions of immediate importance 
are--firstly, whether they can or will be 
allowed to make even moderately favourable 
terms; secondly, whether, failing any terms, 
they may continue fighting, notwithstanding 
the danger of an open clash with United 
States troops, and the certain disaster that 
would follow; and, thirdly, what is the 
nature of the relationship which, in one or 
other case, is being prepared between the 
United States and: Nicaragua, and, by ex- 
tension, with Central America as a whole. In 
any case, concludes the Correspondent, it is 
not so much the fortunes of Dr. Sacasa, 
General Moncada, and their nondescript 
battalions which are at stake to-day, as the 
issue -of complete and unfettered dominance 
by the United States in Central America.

CONVEYANCE OF EGGS 
BY POST.

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IMPORTANCE OF PACKING. 

At this season of the vear considerable 
quantities of eggs are sent through the post, 
end many of the packages. are fonnd in the 
course of conveyance to have been inade- 
quately packed, with the result that not only 
are the eggs broken, but: damage, for which 
the sender of the eggs is liable. is caused to 
the contents of other parcels. The Irish Free 
State Minister for Posts and Telegraphs, 
therefore, considers it necessary to draw the 
attention of the public to the method of 
packing which has been found by experience to 
afford the best protection. A srooden or other 
Figid box, with suitable partitions and a well- 
fitting lid, should: he used. Each egg should 
be wra pped separately in paper, or other 
soft háil, and placed on end in a separate 
partition and the vacant .spaces should be 
filled “with paper, or some such ‘material 4s 
cotton: waste. The cover of the parcel should 
be' conspicuously matked “Eggs.”

FRANCE’S WAR

M. Poincaré, having made the matter 
one of confidence, the Chamber this even- 
ing, by 350 -votes to 180, agreed to post- 
pone the debate on the motion introduced 
by M. Vincent Auriol, relating to the debt 
agreement with the United States and with 
Great Britain. 

In moving his resolution, M. Vincent 
Auriol demanded its immediate discussion. 
He declared that the Chamber, if it 
followed the Government, would byw its 
attitude be approving provisional agree- 
ments not yet ratified regarding inter. 
Allied debt agreements, which, he alleged, 
exacted a heavy and terrible sacrifice of 
France. 

Addressing the Chamber, M. Poincaré 
said that the Government regarded it as 
inopportune to discuss the motion. All. 
the necessary explanations had been 
furnished by the Government to the Com. 
mittee, which had approved them. Hae 
would say once more that provisional 
agreements did not in any way affect the 
rights of Parliament. There still remained 
the entire possibility for Government and 
Parliament to study the amount of tha 
debts and the methods of payment. France 
was incapable of disowning her debts. She 
had never disowned them. She would pay 


| them to the best of her ability. 


THE PREFERABLE COURSE. 

Among the possible solutions, that of 
temporary agreements left the rights of 
creditors and debtors intact, and was pre- 
ferable. France to-dlay could pay six 
million sterling to Great Britain and ten 
million dollars to the United States by her 
financial position, and without danger for 
the Treasury. 

It would be dangerous at present to open 
a debate, the only object of which would 
be to permit certain people to carry on a 
political, and even electoral, activity, 
which would unintentionally do harm to 
the financial and political interests of 
France. He concluded. by asking the 
Chamber for its entire and cordial con- 
which would enable him to.

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ARCHBISHOP ~HARTY’S 
PASTORAL LETTER. 

The Lenten Pastoral Letter of the Most! 
Rev. ‘Dr. Harty, Archbishop of Cashel and 
Bmly, was read in the churches of the Arch- 
diocese yesterday. 
’ His Grace refers to “many signs that 
prove’ that the Faith of our people at home 
is active.” One sign is the increased interest 
that is taken in the work of the Catholic 
Truth Society of Ireland, which is devoting 
itself to the exclusion of evil literature and 
to the spread of wholesome reading amongst 
the people. . 

Another “sign of the influence. of Catholic 
belief amongst the people is, says Dr. Harty, 
the gradual growth of public opinion against 
crime of evefy kind, and especially against 
wanton attacks-ém life and property. If the 
lays oí God aad man are not supported by 
healthy public opinion there will always be.a 
festering sore in society. He appeals*to the 
people of. the Archdiocese to set their. faces 
di crime of every description, to make it 
plain to the criminal classes that crime can- 
not be committed with impunity, to assist 
the authorities in discovering criminals, and 
generally to foster such a public opinion as 
will help to purify Irish life. 

His Grave notes the great improvement in 
the practice of temperanve in recent years. 
The time has come when self-respect as well 
as religious principle helps to make men 
sober, and when people generally regard 
drunkenness as a disgrace, It would be a 
great blessing if there were less drink at 
dances, if undesirable licensed premises were 
abolished, and if the bona-fide traffic were 
reduced to proper proportions, The bill now 
being promoted by the Government is 
modest measure of reform. The curtailment 
of hours during which licensed premises are 
open, the much-needed reform of the éena- 
fide regulation, and, above all, the reduc- 
tion of the number of licensed houses, are 
useful proposals which all lovers of tem- 
perance must welcome.

HOUSING CONDITIONS IN THE 
BIG CITIES. 


“he Homes.of Ara>rica " was the subject 
ef a lecture given under the auspices ol the 
Bray Heusing Council by the Rev. Fe A. 
Gleeson, CC. The Rev. E. J. McKee, 
LL.D.. presided, , 

Father Gleeson said that Americans were 
for ever donating and endowing. all sorts of 
institutions for the uplift of the people, and 
rich men vied with each other in pouring 
out their surplus wealth for tle good of the 
community at large. There was a fine civic 
and national spirit abroad, and though they 
had not yet solved the housing question they 
were restlessly building homes and houses of 
every type. It was a young, lusty, full. 
blooded country, but, in spite of its dumped, 
mixed, many-coloured people, America was a 
wel!-knit, law-abiding and righteous country. 
They could not beat the true American 
vitizen for respectful loyalty to the flag and 
law of his country. Educated and enlightened 
he wanted te devote all his energies to the 
good of his home and nation. he people 
who counted in America were the solic, 
silent, thinking men and women, born in 
good homes, and ever busy attending to their 
business. their homes and their families. 

Philadelphia was called the city of homes, 
because, in proportion to its population, more 
people owned their houses that. in any other 
city in the world. Before the war it was 
calculated that there were 300,000 home. 
owners. In Detroit, the home of the Ford 
automobile, the workers were splendidly 
housed, and Henry Ford gave his workmen 
every opportunity to build their own houses, 
and supplied the material at cost price. 

He contrasted these conditions with Pitts- 
buig, the centre of the steel industry, where 
a number of people still lived in tenements 
and slums, but even there they were making 
a great effort to accommodate the workers. 
In New York there were some apartment 
houses, which acommodated hundreds of 
families; yet each family had an absolutely 
separate and distinct home, There was a 
feverish building spirit in all the big cities, 
which were making a real effort to solve the 
housing problem.

NEED FOR STANDARDISATION. 


At the annual general meeting of the 


County Wexford Gaelic League, the secretary 


said that last year there were 30 affiliated 
branches of the Gaelic League in County 
Wexford. This was the highest number in 
Leinster, and the second highest in all Ireland, 
Cork being the highest. Dublin, with only 10 
affiliated branches, had twenty representatives 
on the ('orede ténetha, and County Wexford, 
with thirty affiliated branches, could not get 
one solitary representative elected. The 
Coisde Gnotha had given permission for a Feis 
in Dublin on Whit Sunday, the day on which 
County Wexford Feis had always been held. 
It was a misnomer to call the present system 
of selecting the Coisde (/notia an election. 

It was decided to send a resolution to the 
Easter Convention in Dublin asking that, for 
the purpose of electing the Comde Gnotha, 
the country be divided into five units: the 
fonr Provinces and Dublin; each to select its 
representatives in proportion to the number 
of branches. 

[n the course of a discussion on the need 
for standardisation of the Irish language, 
Mr. D. Kavanagh referred tc what he termed 
the “bog Irish ” used on the official forms 
for dog licences, and other things. There 
were three Government departments at 
present: the Ministry for Posts, the Ministry 
for Education, and the Ministry for Local 
Government, and they used three different 
kinds of Irish, and none of the three agreed 
with Father Dineen’s new dictionary of Irish, 
which was financed by the Government. It 
would be better to let. Irish dis with its good 
name than to keep it alive in its present form 
as put before the people. None of the people 
in the native Irish-speaking areas could make 
eut what was on the dog licence forms, 

The Rev. Father Butler said that the ques- 
tion of standardisation raise’ the questions of 
dialects and of spelling. Some authorities 
were in favour of le uin the language develop 


through usage.

ENGLISH ARTIFICIAL SILK. 

The English artificial silk year also started 

ising way. We knew, of course, 
that the pr tion of yarn was increasing 
everywhere, but we hoped that moderate 
reductions in price would stimulate consump- 
tion to absorb the bigger output, as had 
repea happened in the past. The coal 
strike an end to these hopes. The reduc- 
tion in price which we made in June resulted 
in no. increase in consumption—indeed, by 
that time we no longer expected this—but 
what it undoubtedly did was to save us a 
large volume of existing business which other- 
wise would have gone elsewhere. And I think 
ive the artificial silk duty some 
credit for helping us to maintain our position. 
(Hear, hear.) ee 

The consumption of artificial silk in 
England and the greater part of Europe has 
also been adversely affected by a change iu 
fashion, which at the moment does not 
favour highly lustrous materials. And here 
I suspéct the English silk duties are partly 
responsible. France, as you all know, sets 
the world’s fashions in dress and dress 
materials. England was France’s most im- 
portant market for these productions, and 
France has been clever enough to create 
certain fashions, which are copied every- 
where, dispensing largely with artificial silk, 
and to this extent avoiding our duties, Uf 
course, many classes of fabric, such as under- 
wear, linings, furnishing fabrics and others, 
are not sériously affected, and this is true of 
much of our export trade, And I don't 
suppose that fashion will continue of the 
same mind for ever. 

Under these handicaps, and in spite of 
some restrictions of production, it is not sur- 
prising that we have accumulated large stocks 
of yarn. Since the end of the year, I am 
pistons to say, the volume of business has 
xeen slowly, but steadily, growing, and this 
fact, coupled with some evidence of more 
stability in the world price of artificial silk, 
permits us to think that we, are past. the 
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jne wt sá ghas p ie n . od “ : ary in 
thei wer to put a the market. And 
we must also remember that the loss of 
purchasi power resulting from the coal 
strike in this country has not yet been felt 
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to its ultimate extent. 


THE FACTORIES. 

Our Wolverhampton factory was practically 
completed during the summer, but the state 
of business did not warrant us in starting 

ore of the plant than was necessary for the 

úilding up of the organisation, and hero 
there is & very large power of production 
which we are ready to bring in at any 


moment. 

Our factory at Cornwall, Ontario, has been 
running at full capacity since the summer, 
and is selling its output. We are particularly 
pleased with the way in which our construc. 
tional and operating staffs have surmounted 
climatic difficulties and are producing an 
article second to none in seality. (Hear, 
hear. ) 

Both the factory belonging to Glanzstoff- 
Courtaulds at Cologne, and the one at Calais 
are well advanced, and will be in a position 
to start before many months. But, while 
Germany is about the only country whose 
artificial silk trade is really busy, deflation 
has brought about a very depressed condition 
in the French industry, and circumstances 
have yet to show how big en initial output 
it will be advisable to provide for at Calais. 


ARRANGEMENT WITH THE SNIA 
COMPANY. 
Before I leave my review of past events, 
I must refer to the arrangement which we 
have made with the Snia Company, although 
it actually teok place after the end of the 
financial year. We announced on the 27th 
January that we and the Glanzstoff Company 
had concluded a joint agreement with the 
Snia Company, with the object of promoting 
technical and commercial! po aa, éa It is 
also generally known that we have made a 
substantial investment in Snia shares, and 
that we have a representative on their Board. 
It would not be desirable for me to go fur- 
ther into the details of the arrangement, and 
the broad objects of it are clearly outlined 
by the words “technical and commercial 
collaboration.” The agreement with these 
two companies represents the furthest step, 
apart from our American interests, which we 
have yet taken in the way of international 
commitments and international alliances. The 
opportunity to make it presented itself at a 
time when the advantagese of such a develop- 
ment of policy were peculiarly manifest. 
Naturally, we gave the matter much anxious 
ideration, but I do not think that any 
doubts that the decision arrived at 
is to the lasting interest of this company. 
And if markets to-day are feeling a little more 
way — rá stability of artificial silk 
rices, I it may be partly due to the 
line of the arrangement which we have 
jointly made, (Hear, hear.)

cotton yarns, 

In that market, as in England, we now 
seem to be past the worst. The prices of 
artificial silk appear to be stable, or even 
tending to rise, and the American Viscosa 
Corporation ts that sales are improving 
and stocks falling. And it is not unreason- 
able to expect the textile trade of the United 

s to recover sooner or later, for, with 
the exception of agriculture, it is the only 
important trade which is not booming. 

IMPROVED OUTLOOK. 

In this short review of the business of last 
year I have already touched on present con- 
ditions and prospects. 1 am not going to 
prophesy, but I can add a few considerations 
which may help you to form a view of the 
immediate outlook. I have told you that the 
production of artificial silk has been in- 
creasing everywhere, and, even if there is a 
pause in actual output at this moment, the 
power of production is still growing rapidly, 
and, as consumption fell off in most of the 
big markets during 1926, stocks of yarn are 
still very large 

have also told you that sales are im- 
proving in England and America, and the 
same is true of many manufacturing 
countries, France being the notable excep- 
tion. 

England, of course, has seen the end of 
the coal strike, but I think the wider causes 
for the improvement are two. . First, the 
feeling seems to be gaining ground pretty 
generally that prices of ordinary artificjal silk 
yarns are not going lower at present. It is 
im ible to say for certain that this is so, 
but I think it is likely to prove true if 
artificial silk makers realise the position, 
Buyers do not want lower prices to-day ; what 
they need above all things is stability. ‘the 
yarns are cheap enough; what the manufac- 
turer who uses them must have is a reason- 
able certainty that, if he places contracts 
and makes a forward programme, he will 
not find the ground cut from under his feet 
by lower quotations before he is. half-way 
through it. (Hear, hear.) Fortunately, there 
is a good deal of evidence that producers of 
our commodity in widely different quarters 
have been coming to realise the truth of this.” 

A second cause for improving sales may 
probably be found in the fact that the dis- 
turbances caused by the substantial reduc- 
tions in prices made last year, varying from 
15 per cent. to 25 per cent. in important 
markets, are beginning to subside, and that 
now that the unfortunate events of 1926 are 
receding into the background. the new price 
level Is opening a wider field to the use of 
artificial silk. and the expected stimulus to 
consumption is at last beginning to be felt. 

VALUE OF ARTIFICIAL SILK, 

I said just now that the yarns are cheap 
enough. I mean by this that, in my 
opinion, artificial silk to-day appears to offer 
better value than any other fibre on the 
market whenethe service it gives is compared 
with the. price paid. for it. . The price of 
first-grade viscose silk to-day is only about 
15 per cent. to 20 per cent. of that of natural 
silk ; it is 25 per cent. cheaper than worsted 
yaru of similar counts, and only about 33 
per cent. higher than mercerised cotton. 
Avid it is interesting tó note’ that, while the 
prices of these other yarns stand at any- 
thing from 30 per cent. to 90 per cent. above 
pre-war level, viscose. silk ig actually offered 
to-day at a lower price than in 1914. ‘These 
comparisons take no account of the excise 
duty on--artificial sikky “which is a 
néw tax oh the English consumer, 
and is ‘in no sense a charge im- 

d by the manufacturer, and, this tax 

ees not apply to any business for export. 
STABILITY IN PRICES. 

Another consideration which should work 
in the direction of stability in prices arises 
from the fact that they are now down to 
a competitive level, and that there is very 
little to be hoped for in the direction of 
further reduction of working costs, whieh 
are pretty near low water mark. Any 
further substantial reductions im  seituy 
prices, which are quite unnecessary, at any 
rate, for some time to come, while bearing 
heavily upon. the whole industry, must, 
believe, spell ultimate ruin to those late- 
comers in the field, who are handicapped by 
small, and, therefore, relatively inefficient 
units of production, unsuitable buildings, 
the fact that their working experience is stiil 
to gain a slow and costly process, and that, 
as their efforts will not suffice to build up 
reserves, they will have to pay for any real 
expansion by raising additional capital. 

Vhile I do not. expect further substantial 
economies to be effected in working costs, at 
any rate with the wage rates prevailing in 
the different countries to-day, | believe that 
new methods will be concerned chiefly with 
improvements in quality, The future holds 
considerable promise in this direction, and 
we have already made substantial progress, 
and are supplying yarns to-day of a fine- 
ness unknown a few years ago. These yarns, 
which are much softer and less brilliant than 
the old standard artificial, silk, are of par- 
ticular interest at the moment, in view of to 
day's fashions. 

POLICY OF THE BOARD. 

These new departures, added to our policy 
of widening our base abroad, call for large 
expenditure, and we hae already to some 
extent drawn on our Teserves of gilt-edged 
securities. I must call your attention to 
the fact that, in addition to some reduction 
in our holding of Government Stocks, the 
item on our balance sheet of £16,479,339 for 
investments in, and advances to, artificial 
sil and allied companies, while not vary- 
‘ng much in amount as compared with last 
year, is somewhat changed in character. It 
now includes, on the one hand, considerable 
gu. .a representing our investments on the 
Continent, while on the other the investment 
in the Preferred stock of the American 
Viseuse Corporation is reduced. Part of ths 
stock has been redeemed by that company. 
This represents in effect a further transference 
of funds to active industrial use from what 
was practically another gilt-edged reserve. It 
was, of course, precisely for this purpose that 
these reserves were created, but we should 
not like to see them reduced too quickly, 
since we are still growing. This is the under- 
lying justification, if any is needed, for our 
having added £750,000 to general reserve from 
the year’s profits, and it is the main inspira- 
tion of a policy which, I trust, we 
able to maintain in the future. The trans- 
ference of £1,250,000 to general reserve from 
the special reserves for taxation is merely an 
accounting entry. It in no sense represents 
a profit, but if means that this sum, which 
was previously ear-marked as part of reserves 
for income tax, for which we might have 
been ultimately liable under the three years’ 
average system, is no longer wanted for this 
purpose, and is, refore, available for 
general reserve. 


THE BALANCE SHEET. 

I would like to draw your attention to one 
or two other points in the balance sheet. 
You may ask why second item on the left- 
hand side—£5,326,976 for creditors, etc.—is 
larger than it was twelve months ago, 
although £1,250,000 has been taken out of 
it and put to general reserve. The reason is, 
that it includes a large figure representing 
liabilities in connection with our pr es 
on the Continent, This figure is na wW offset 
by the last item on the opposite side—cash at 
bankers, etc.—which is over £1,000,000 more 
than last year, and bata for meeting such 
liabilities as they fall due. 

You will notice that ‘properties, plant, 
etc.,” have increased by over £800,000. This 
is mainly due to the completion and equip- 
ment of the Wolverhampton factory and to a 

ir extent, to extensions at two of the 
textile factories in Essex and Lancashire. 

Stock-in-trade is up by nearly £700,000 on 
account of the large accumulation of yarn and 
quote previously referred to.

Naturally, we ar. continually following up 
fresh discoveries, inventions, and develop- 
ments: Sometimes they turn out to be of 
practical use; more often they de not. It is 
much too soon to say whether this particular 
piece of experimental work will be a success 
or not, and if we had been the only people 
interested, I do not think you would have 
heard anything about it. We should certainiv 
not have mentioned intentionally anv such 
experiment at such an early stage. That is 
the only connection we have with the Nuera 
Company in investigating this process. 

Then, Sir Robert Lynn saan if we could 
give some more information about the Ameri- 
can Company. Well, I cannot give any more 
information than you have had in the past 
about the exact ties which bind us to the 
American Company. I can tell you that the 
American Company is still progressing; that 
they have a large factory on the point of 
completion, which will be ready to put into 
use this year, and which. I hope, will be 
needed. The American Viscose Corporation 
still holds the biggest position in the Ameri- 
can artificial textile trade, and, as I have told 
you, their prospects are improving. I can 
also tell you that the falling off in the business 
of the American company during last year 
was nothing like so serious as it was in 
England, which had a coal strike; but I 
really cannot give you any further details 
as to the exact relations between Courtaulds 
and that compan I do not think that it 
would be at all advisable. (Hear, hear.)
